REFUSES TO INTERPRET DECISION 


Supreme Court Replies to’ Request 
Bearing on Shoe Machinery Case. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—By direc- 
tion of the Supreme Court, Willlam 
R. Stansbury, its clerk, today noti- 
fied George H. Paine and three oth- 
ers who described themselves 
“citizens of the United States’’ that 
the Courtywould not undertake toin- 
terpret its decision in the United 
Shoe Machinery case, rendered at 
the last term. 

Paine and his associates asked for 
a modification of the decision with 
respect to certain forms of leases 
used by the corporation which the 
court held to be invalid. Their re- 
quest for a review of the decision was 
filed in behalf of “the consuming 
public’ and alleged that unless the 
opinion was given certain construc- 
tions by the court it would work 4 
hardship upon shoe manufacturers 
who used the machines of the Unit- 
ead Shoe Machinery Co. as well as 
upon the wearers of shoes made 
upon those machines.

Franklin avenue, May 30, 1920, and 
took $28 and a watch. He also 41d- 
mitted having held up a girl cashier. 
After serving nearly one year of his 
term, Resnick was freed on a parole, 
as he had accumulated 2700 merit 
marks for good conduct.

| Unions Circulated Petitions. 

The petitions were circulated un- 
der the direction of Thomas J. M>- 
| Namara, president of the St. Louis 
Building Trades Council, and other 
‘men in union labor circles who ob- 
jected to the act as being inimical to 
‘the interests of workingmen. 

After the referendum petitions 
were filed with the Secretary of 
State, Sayman and others filed suit 
in the Cireuit Court of Cole County 
_for an injunction to restrain the Sec- 
retary of State from certifying the 
_referendum. Circuit Judge Slate 
granted a temporary order and avp- 
| pointed James T. Walsh as commis- 
sioner to take evidence. 

Walsh conducted hearings and re- 
ported that the petitions circulatod 
in the Twelfth Congressional District 
in St. Louis were defective in that 
1754 of the 3523 names contained in 
the petitions had not been legally 
attached thereto, leaving the peti- 
tions 547 names short of the 2317 
required to constitute the necessary 
®S per cent of the qualified voters in 
the district. 


Judge Slate Reversed Decision. 

Judge Slate saw tne matter in a 
different light and reversed his com- 
missioner without giving any reason 
and found for the defendants. An 
appeal from his decision was then 
| taken to the Supreme Court. 
| Commissioner Walsh found that

PHOENIX, Ariz., Oct. 9.—That 


Guy N. Dernier, former clubman: of | 


| Phoenix, Los Angeles and Chicago, 
| whose body was found floating in an 
irrigation canal on the outskirts of 
Phoenix on the afternoon of Sept. 
12, was strangled to death by some 
one intimately familiar with the per- 
sonal habits and ways of his victim, 
was the opinion expressed here today 
by Deputy Sheriff H. C. Parsons of 


the Maricopa County Sheriff's office. 

“I have been connected with tis 
case from the very start,’’ the deputy 
sheriff said, ‘‘and I have always been 
o. the opinion that the man who 
murdered Guy Dernier knew him 
well and was acquainted with his per- 
sonal habits. It was a clever scheme 
on the part of the perpetrator of the 
crime—so clevely, calmly and delib- 
erately carried out that it convinces 
me that it was premeditated. The 
plans were laid so as to give the ap- 
pearance of accidental drowning. 
and the slayer over!ooked only one 
point—-the fact. that blood will not 
come to-the surface of a dead man’s 
skin.”’ 


Clothes Found Neatly Folded. 

Parsons said that he had been in- 
timately acquainted with Dernier 
during his life in Phoenix and was 
familiar with his personal habits and 
hobbies, and that’ the clothes and 
other things found in the slain man’s 
automobile, which was parked on 
the roadside near the spot where the 
body was found, were neatly folded 
and placed in just the same order 
that Dernier himself would have 
done it. 

“When the body was discovered I 
went out and investigated the case, 
and had I not examined the body 
closely it would have impressed me 
az an accidental drowning,” the dep- 
uty sheriff continued. (“The car had 
been parked where a mound of grass 
skirted the road, just the kind of 
place Dernier would have picked. 
The clothing was arranged in the 
same orderly way that Dernier’s par- 
ticular taste would have arranged 
tem. Even the shoes were in order. 
There was not a footprint leading to 
or from the car, indicating that the 
murderer walked over the splotch of 
grass until a distance from the car. 
The bruises and marks about the 
throat were inflicted before the 
body was thrown into the stream.”’ 


Had Started to Visit Widow. 


Tracing of Dernier’s actions on the 
day his body was found by a ranch- 
er floating in the Arizona Canal 
eight miles from Phoenix shows that 
he was last seen when he left his 
friend, Harry Tritle, who had driv- 
en with him from Los Angeles the 
day previous, at 12: 15 p. m.

drove off in his car. An hour and 
a half later his body, still waria, 
was discovered in the canal. [It is 
this hour and a half that has baffiel 
the authorities. What happered in 
that time, where Dernier went anil 
whom he met remain a mystery.
